Explanation: The new Dump Truck replaces an older vehicle which has outlived its useful life.
The cost of repair and downtime make the continued repair of this vehicle not cost effective.

The new mower replaces a Dixie Chopper which needs a new motor with low compression. The
water heaters and the schools needed to be replaced due to age. Originally they were going to be
repaired, however, upon further inspection the units could not be repaired. Due to the nature of
the chemicals used in certain school programs the department built up a stockpile of hazardous
materials which needed to be disposed of. The sprinkler system at Granite Valley Middle School
suffered failures that needed remediation for safety reasons.

Explanation: This Article, as a continuing project by the Town Clerk’s Office, seeks to fund the
continue restoration of vital Town records.

F.C.R.LM.T.V. to transfer and appropriate $21,000.00 from the Fund Balance Reserved
for Historic Preservation for the purposes of preserving vital records.

Explanation: In order to restore Memorial Hall and maintain the historic character of the
project the Town is seeking to have an architect, who specializes in historic properties, develop a
stepped plan and specifications to continue repair work in the most effective and efficient way
possible.

132A, §11) and/or any other state or federal programs including those in aid
of conservation land acquisitions; and/or any other in any way connected with the scope of this
Article; and to enter into any necessary contracts therefor, subject to Town Counsel approval;
